Tuy Novewher Chinese Recorder says

‘The action of the Roman Catholic 
hierarchy in securing political status for 
their members in China, with the privi 
of demanding audience with the offi 
ete., lng met with but one opinion, 
perhaps, on the part of Protestant miss 
aries as to the unwisdom of such a course ; 
but_ay to what Protestant missionaries 
should uow do in view of what the 
Cuthulies have already done, opinions are 
not so unanimous. Some think that we 
should ask our representatives at Peking to 
demand like privileges and prerogatives 
for ourselves, in order to pluce us on an 
equal footing with them — ‘They argue that 
the Catholics will use this newly-acquired 
power to increase their influence on every 
hand and ereato havoc among Protestant 
Christians even more than heretofore, 
unless they are met with like privileges 
and powers on the patt of the Protestants, 
It would also seem that the Chinese 
Government is possibly desirous that Pro- 
testant missionaries should be placed on 
a similar footing with the Catholies, 
ag proclamations—wholly unsolicited—have 
heen issued by officials in different places, 
atating that Protestants were to be trexted 
just the same as Catholics as rvlates to the 
privileges, ete., granted by the Imperial 
edict. 

On the other hand, probably the ie 
majority of Protestant, missionaries—quite 
the great majority so far as we have heard 
—think it would bo unwise to ask for any 
more thin what has already been necorded 
us, There is no question but that there 
isa growing sentiment of favour towards 
Protestants among the officinls, just because 
they have disclaimed official rank and 
terfered with political matters just as 
little as possible, The evils that come 
from the exercise of the missionaries’ power 
in the case of lawsuits ant the like, are 
too patent to need mentioning. And these 
evils would be increased many fold if 
missionaries were to demand and accept 
still higher rights and prerogatives. ‘True, 
the outward respect of oficials might seem 
to be increased, but the inword hatred 
would be magnified many fold.

JUSTICE AND TANSAN. 
Ist Nov. 

Tue case of Mr. Clifford Wilkinson 
and his Tansan, an excellent cooling 
fluid with whose name at least we 
are all of us familiar, and which Mr. 
Wilkinson's enterprise and ener; 
have made procurable all over the 
Far East as well as in Australia; this 
case, we say, indicates that it is high 
time that the Japanese carried out 
their reported design of establishing 
a separate Court to deal with cases 
in which foreigners are concerned. ! 
‘A funnier and more absurdly unjust 
decision has seldom been solemnly 
rendered than that given on the 10th 
ultimo at Kobe in the Tansan Label 
Case by Mr. Tamaki Shigeo, Chief 
Judge of Ist Department, Kobe 
District Court, and Messrs. Shimo- 
ama Eigoro and Hiyama Hikojuro, 
Jad Some two years ago 
Wilkinson—we take these facts from 
the judgment—registered his Inbel 
at the Japanese Patent Bureau. 
It bears on it the word “Tansan” 
and other matter. The Japanese 
are nothing if not imitative, and 
a Japanese envions of Mr. Wilkin- 
son’s success started a water of 
his own, adopted a label which was 
aclose copy of Mr. Wilkinson's, and 
registered this label in the spring of 
this year, also at the Patent Bureau. 
Mr. Wilkinson went to Court to get 
an injunction against the Japanese 
who was stealing his thunder. 
“The defendant uses this libel for 
waters manufactured by him. The 
laintiff (Mr. Wilkinson) informed 
fim several times that he was violat- 
ing the Trade Mark Regulations, but 
the defendant did not stop the 
sale of his water. Consequently 
the plaintiff applied for cancellation 
of the registration of the defen- 
dant’s Tansan label to the Patent 
Bureau . . . The Patent Bureau can- 
celled the registration of defendant's 
Jabel. The decision of the Patent 
Bureau has already been delivered to 
the defendant. The defendant may 
appeal to the Court of Cassation 
against the decision of the Patent 
Bureau within sixty days of the 
decision, We cannot find any reason 
to think that the decision was made 
contrary to law. The plaintiff and 
the defendant have been fighting for 
the monopoly of the label. The de- 
fendant can only appeal to the Court 
of Cassation on a legal point. The 
defendant will continue the use of 
the unjust label which it was decided 
could be used by the plaintiff only. 
‘The plaintiff will thereby suffer loss. 
This is a clear point. The plaintiff 
has sufferéd great loss. The amount 
of water which was sold by the plain- 
tiff has been increasing at the rate of 











damage his business. This is very 
clear. The plaintiff thus sustained a 
great loss but the actual amount can- 
not be ascertained. The plaintiff is 
about to sue for damages, but as his 
customers are scattered all over the 
eastern ports of Asia, he states that 
he applied for interdict while he 
engaged in investigating his loss.” 
‘This is the judicial statement of 
the plaintiff's ease, and the judgment 
then goes on to state the defendant’s 
case, which does not traverse that of 
the plaintiff in a single particular ;

the plaintiff's, but he claims that he 


is allowed sixty days in which to ap- |i 


peal to the Court of Cassation, “and 
he is entitled to his label until the 
decision of the Patent Bureau is con- 
firmed.” The Court refuses Mr. Wil- 
kinson the injunction he asks for and 
then proceeds to give its reasons, al- 
though sages from time immemorial 
have pointed out how he who gives 
his reasons digs a pit for his own fect. 
The following are the reasons :— 


It is an acknowledged fact that the label 
registered by the defendant at the Patent 
Bureau of the Agricultural and Commercial 
Department was pronounced void and that 
the decision of the Patent Bureau awaits 
confirmation. ‘The defendant is entitled to 
use his label which he registered legally 
until such time as the decision rendering 
his label void has been contirmed. ‘The 
plaintiff declares that the use’of the defen- 
Gant’s label has caused him considerable

that the Japanese label is an infringe- 
ment of Mr. Wilkinson’s; that as 
being an unjust infringement it has 
been cancelled by the Patent Bureau 
and that the result has been pecuniary 
loss and injury to Mr. Wilkinson's 
name; but he refuses Mr. Wilkinson 
an injunction and gives judgment

AFFAIRS AT PEKING.

OvurwarbLy there is the most abso- 
lute calm at Peking, all the evil 
passions and jealousies that have 
been reported as existing there being 
put aside to make room for the pre- 
arations for the celebration of the 
impress Dowager’s birthday. But 
this calm is only superficial, and 
Japan certainly is not among ‘those 
who are resting on their oars. Her 
late Minister, Mr. Yano, has been 
recalled in order, it is said, to be 
appointed foreign adviser to the 
Tsungli Yamén. No less important 
a personage than Baron Nishi suc- 
ceeds him, and he is expected in 
Peking at the end of this month. 
He was fifteen years Minister at St. 
Petersburg, and recently Minister of 
Foreign Affairs at Tokio, and it is 
certain that a man of his calibre is 
not sent to Peking unless there are 
very important matters to be dealt 
with. It is very noticeable, too, that 
Mr. Kato, lately Japanese Minister 
to England, is at Peking at the pre- 
sent moment, and thore are about 
forty Japanese military students 
there, on a holiday visit to the Chin- 
ese capital. It would seem as if 
Japan were taking our place in the 
gap between Russia and China, now 
that our hands are full in South 
Africa. Whatever her designs are, 
we cannot but wish the plucky little 
Island Empire success.

We are generally too suc- 
cesstul to be much liked on the Con- 
tinent, and success inevitably breeds 
envy. It is undoubtedly tine that 
in fighting in the cause of the Out- 
landers in the Transvaal, we are fight- 
ing for all European nationalities, but 
we can quite understand that’ our 
Continental friends are not sorry to 
see us “get a bit of a set-back.” It 
will be read with great pleasure that 
our wounded are being very humanely 
treated. Such things as that will 
make it easier for the Boers when 
the final settlement comes.

By an un- 
fortunate accident, if it is an accident, 
the cable between Mozambique and 
Delagoa Bay and Durban has broken 
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at a critical moment, and there 
appears to be no cable between 
Durban and the Cape. We have to 
wait and hope. 

It was inevitable as we said yes- 
terday, that General White should 
be blamed for sending a small force 
away from touch with its base; as it 
was known that the “Cape boys” 
who act as drivers of the mule trains 
were very unwilling to go to the 
war, it seems strange that they were 
not more carefully watched. These 
not unexpected reverses at the outset, 
worrying as they are, will soon be 
repaired, and we can assure our 
French contemporary that it is al- 
together too early ‘for it to yield 
itself a prey to “ mortal inquietirde,” 
as to the issue of the war. Even if 
we go on losing two thousand men a 
week, as our contemporary pleasantly 
suggests, we shall havee nough left to 
hoist the British flag over Pretoria and 
Bloemfontein, nor has anything hap- 
pened yct to make us feel humiliated.

THE casualties reported to date in

THE INSIDE HISTORY OF THE 
TRANSVAAL WAR OF 
1881.

TuE publication of Lord Selborne’s | 


Memorials Personal and Political, 
1865 to 1895, lets light into a some- 
what dark chapter in the history of 
Great Britain and South Africa. 
The writer traces the story of the 
outbreak beginning with the autumn 
of 1880. He gives the reasons which 
made the Government of Mr. Glad- 
stone reverse the policy of its pre- 
decessor. He refers to the im- 
possibility of negotiation in face of 
an armed opposition, and quotes from 
the Queen’s Speech of 1881 to show 
that “the duty of taking military 
measures with a view to the prompt 
vindication of Her Majesty's authority 
had of necessity set aside, for the 
time, any plan for securing to the 
European settlers that full control 
over their own local affairs, without 
prejudice to the interests of the 
natives, which Her Majesty had been 
desirous to confer.” The italics 
are ours, the passage being one of the 
Keys to. South “African troubles 
generally. Lord Selborne goes on 
to show how we underestimated the 
power of our enemy, and so “suffered 
unexpected disasters, which increased 
rather than diminished the force 
of the reasons for vindicating the 
Queen’s authority before anything 
else was done.” The Government, 
however, did not act up to this 
manly belief, and the next page tells 
how “for reasons of policy as well 
as sentiment” peace was made, “in 
an arrangement by which enough 
ower was reserved to the British 
‘rown to fulfil our original conception 
of what was desirable.”

Has he 
forgotten Clause IX, establishing complete 
freedom of religion? Clause XIV, which 
has been shamefully and systematically 
violated, gives the Uitlanders the right to 
enter and reside in the Republic subject to 
no other taxes than the burghers, aud Clause 
XV exempts certain classes from militury 
service. Do not these provisions ‘tallow 
interference in internal afiirs?” They do 
more, they demand it, They are engage- 
ments entered intu by the Transvaal, not as 
one equal State negotiating with another, 
but as a subordinate pledging herself to a 
paramount Power. They carry with them 
the right of interference if, ard so often as, 
they are violated. If we have been more 
remiss in exercising that right than we should 



























































havo been, our remissnoss has been due to 
our patiet hope that at last the Republic 
would voluntarily enter upon the path of 
reform. That hope has been disappointed, 
and the settlement we shall now enfores 
must be of such a nature as to secure us a 
“clean slate” for the future. 

We published on Saturday some extracts 
from the Continental Press on the sitwa- 
n. Inreference thereto the Pall Mull 
G cutte of the 28th of September says :— 

Continental journalism does uot always 
represeat the Continental Governments, and 
in the present instance the Press is evidently 
being allowed its fling, but not to the extent 
of compromising a ‘neutrality which will 
everywhere be steadily observed, and which 
will, in some instanees, lean towards the side 
of ftiendship. It would not be surpri 
for instance, if the only Powers that really 
count in South Africa, numely, Germany and 
Portugal. were by ant by to be found carry. 
ing into effect that tripartite agreement which 
will make us the leaseholders of Delagoa Buy. 
And even the well-informed Press, though 
it does not wish us luck, feels constrained 
to confess that the Free State and South 
African Republics will have to stew in their 
own juice if they venture upon the desperate 
chances of war. It is true that the Boers 
are alvised in several quarters to invade 
British territory without waiting for 4 
declaration of hustilities on our part, But 
that is becauso they are believed to be better 
prepared than ourselves, and because * a 
preliminary success or two is regarded as a 
useful means of encouraging the Little Eng- 
land element in this country, and thus 
wringing another compromise from the British 
Government. Our Continental eritios, how- 
ever, do not fondly the delusion that the 
Boers can escape ruin in the long ran, ant 
seo that when they ery there will be none to 
help them. It may bo that a Bismarekian 
growl has sounded from the Hamburyer 
Vachrichten: the Powers, it advises, should 
try “to bring about a situation in which the 
natural pressure of Russia upon Eastern Asia 
would shake England’s position in India.” 
This amiable counsel, however, is accom- 
panied by the admission that our Empire 
is vulnerable neither by an attack at its 
heart, nor even in Africa ; aud Bismarck’s old 
hiouse-dog knows very well that the British 
troops would have occupied Pretoria long 
before our existing relations with Russia 
could be so altered for the worse as to 
persuade her to threaten us through 
Afghanistan or Chitral, We do not say, 
then, that the opinion of Europe, as expressed 
in its Press, should be absolutely noglected, 
because we are, after all, a part of the 
European system. But it displays nowhore 

disposition to go beyond a nagging 
ivity, and that, whoro an unpopular 
ike Great ' Britain is concerned, 
amounts to a positive encouragement.

‘That was 
ion of Griqualand (in which the 
principal diamond mines are situated), to 
which the Free State set up a claim. Down- 
ing-street, we are ready to admit, did not 
coine welll out of that affair, having shifted 
its ground in a way only too typical of many 
of its dealings with South Africa; but 
eventually the Free State was appeased by a 
payment of £100,000, and since then no 
quest‘on has arisen to interrapt_our friendly 
relations. Why, then, this sudden change? 
President Steyn is not an ignorant man like 
his brother of Pretoria. “He hos had a 
Europein education ; indeed, we rather think 
he has been called to the English Bar. The 
Orange Free State is not bound to take up 
arms for the Transvaal unless it considers 
the cause of quarrel a just one. That it does 
not approve the South African Republic's 
treatment of the Uitlanders (differing so 
radically from its own). is proved by its 
attempts to get it ameliorated. What can 
1g to war with the paramount 

3 for already it bas the 
most perfect dependence. What will it 
lose? Everything ; for with the smoke of 
the first shot that is fired in anger the 
independence of the two Boer Republics will 
vanish never to return, and they will become 
integral portions of the British Empire. 

‘Te is impossible to put any faith in the 
fantastic story that President Steyn dreams 
of atime when the Dutch will have driven 
the English into the sea, and when he will 
reign as President over 'a great Boer Re- 

ublie stretching from the Zambesi to Table 
Mountsin. We rather believe that his action 
is due to a feeling that the days of Boer rule 
in South Africa are numbered, and that he 
would prefer to see it go down fighting than 
be slowly absorbed by the increase of the 
British population. 

Be that as it may, the Imperial Govern- 
ment has no reason, save on sentimental 

rounds, to regret the decision of the Orange 
free State, "Wetter. un open foe than a false 
friend. ‘The Free State cannot bring any 
large ‘number of men into the field to help 
th ‘aal, for it must guard its borders 
si he ‘Basutos. Aud whereas tho 
approach to Pretoria from Natal is by no 
means easy, that to Bloemfontein is con- 
‘Tho Free State would 
neighbour by presorving 
neutrality. As it is, if war breaks out, it 
will soon be the “ Free ” State no longer.

He must surely see Now 
what has been all along plain to common 
folk like us, that war with the South African 
Repub'ie means war. against the entire 
Dutch-Huguenot population of South Africa 
and a good many thousands of men of British 
descent besides. President Steyn, of the 
Orange Free State, has maile that at least 
Plain’ to the poorest understanding, io. his 
Signified reply to the inept and “cheeky” 
dispatch of Sir Alfred Milner and his 
message to hit Parliament. Our Prime 
Minister doubtless sees all this, and many 
other risks aud dangers invisible to us, but: 
‘at the same time he is now probably power- 
less to do more thau delay hostilities, unless 
he can rise to the heroic height that would 
inspire him to disregard party considerations, 
avd, for the sake of his country, throw Sir, 
Chamberlain overboard.

‘sees himself committed beyond deliverance to 
a policy deetined, if the country—all that is 
muaaly in it and truly leyal—does not. speak 
out, to bring his groy hairs and those of 
ur’ venerable Quen in sorrow to the grave, 
But he may temporiso and delay, and in 
delay there 3s a chanco and a faint hope. 


After all that we heard two or three 
years ago, about the decay of Manchester, 
it is cheering to see in Br.

The first leading article in the Spectator 
of the 23rd of September is headed ** What 
are we going to fight about?" We are not 
fighting it says, for the word ‘*Suzz- 
rainty,” or merely on the issue of the 
franchise :— 

We shall not fight about the franchise, 
then, but upon what lies behind it. We 
have asked that the franchise should be 
granted in order that the many and great 
grievances of the Outlanders—grievances 
Which are admitted by Sir William Harcourt 
and indeed by everyone outside the Transvaal 
—might be remedied by methods which 
not only involve the minimum of 
interferevce with the independence of the 
Republic, but would immensely strengthen 
its position, If those proposals are finally 
rejected, we must insist at once and per- 
emptorily that the grievances of the Out- 
landers shall be putaneud to. In a word, 
if we fight. we shall be fighting to protect 
our own flesh and blood who have made their 
homes in the ‘fransvasl, who have been 
treated as white men are treated in no part 
of the British Empire, and who have appeslet 
to us for aid. We cannot say ty them: 
“Why should we help you; why did you go 
and settle in a country that did not want 
yout” for we expressly granted the right of 
autonomy to “the inhabitants” of the 
‘Transvaal, and nol merely to the Boers; and 
stipulated that the Transvaal should remain 
open for all time to all white immigrants, 
and that thoce white immigrants should be 

Il treated. It is true that we made this 
stipulation in so slovenly n way that we did 
not secure the full rights of citizenship to the 
immigrants on reasonable terms, but our 
intention was clear enough. If, then, we 
were now to say to the Ontianders: ** W" 
did you intrude where you were not wanted 
they could reply: ** You yourselves insisted 
that we should be secured the rights of entry 
into, and of living in, the Transvaal ; you 
were a party to the invitation to us to settle 
here ; how, then, can you tell us that we are 
intruders?” To say, ‘therefore, that British 
subjects have forfeited their right to help and 
protection from the Mother-lund by going to 
the Transvaal is absurd. 

“In the last resort, then, we are xoing 
to tight in order to get justice done to the 
Outlanders.” Tt is not merely our right 
but itis our duty to protect British sub- 
jects wherever. they are, but we are not 
xoing, if-we couquer the ‘Transvaal, to 
turn the Buers into Outlanders :— 

We shall at once introduce the most 
absolute’ equality between the races, and 
shall allow the white inhabitants, and not 
morely a fraction of them, to decide as to 
what form of self-government they prefer.

‘The notion of our fighting for an ascendancy 
of the kind the Boers have been exercising is 
a delirious dream. True, sixty years ago we 
tried to claim a racial ascendancy for the 
Boers, ut we repented long since. Then, 
as Sir William Harcourt well pointed out, 
the Boers taught us the lesson that, it seems, 
we must reteach them now. Like the Out" 
landers, they asked for independent Courts, 
for the use of their own language, and for 
the right to be represented in the 
ment. We refused, and have 
penalty in two generations of unrest in South 
Africa. Now when the Outlanders ask the 
same rights, and now that we are wiser and 
have the power to prevent a great wrong, 
are we to be so weak and so foolish as to 
tura away from a plain but painful duty? 
Assuredly no. We shall be misjudged, we 
Shall be reviled as tyrants and oppressors, 
but if we hold fast to the plain issue set forth 
by the Boers before the great Trek, and 
refuse to admit that what was right then can 
be wrong now, we shall come through our 
present difficulties with safety and hovour. 
Our guiding light must be the establishment 
of race equality throughout South Africa, 
and our refusal to tolerate racial xscendancy 
Decause it is Dutch and not English. Such 
an inversion of trath and justice, though it 
may be backed by the argaments of those 
who are guided by sentiment rather than by 
reason, must be banished from the minds of 
all who wish to deal wisely and well with 
the momentous issue at present before the 
nation.

USELESS “TEACHING.” 

Kiangyin is advancing. Several months 
ago a former atlaché of the Chinese 
Legation in London opened a “College” 
here for instruction in English and general 
“Western learning.” There are twenty 
students in attendance. But that theso 
young men are being duped is perfectly 
evident from the inability of the “ professor” 
to either speak or write English. He knows 
enough to copy an English word from a 
dictionary, but cannot construct the 
simplest ‘sentence. This man is a fraud, 
aud he must know it, but the sad partof 
this kind of fraud is that the same thing is 
being carried on in almost, if not actually 
every city in the coast provinces of China 

A WORTHLESS OFFICIAL. 

‘This magistracy is at present afflicted 
with an official whose incapacity would be 
bard to example even in China, His policy 
is dictated by his subordinates, while black- 
mail and corruption run rife among his 
runners and hangers-on. Gambling dens 
are in every country market town. ‘The 
yamén runners levy a daily squeeze from 
gambling dens, and use the money thus 
obtained to take part in the game that is in 
progress. Acapable, fairly honest, slightly 
enevolent official is respected by the better 
classes, and often an houorific prenomen is 
iven.’ On the other hand one who is, or 
is believed to be wholly devoid of these 
ualities is apt to be dubbed in a 
characteristic though disrespectful manner. 
‘The present incumbent is commonly: known 
as “A wooden idol.” 

THE “CASH” QUESTION. 

Some of the elders, gentry, and merchants 
of the eastern section of this /sien decided a 
month or so ago that small and spurious 
cash were undesirable; and therefore they set 
about tostop theircirculation. ““Benevolent- 
Justice” proclamations were posted in every 
Village forbidding their use and threatening 
prosecution against delinquents after # 
certain date. But iu order to propitiate 
the god of wealth, and make a return to 
all who might have these cash in possession, 
a series of theatrical performances was given. 
The theatricals were enjoyed by Shs peceles 
the god of riches has not been heard from, 
but the small cash are circulating as much 
as ever. 














‘THES HARVEST, 

The rice and yellow bean crops are above 
the average through this whole section. 
Cotton is very poor, the season having been 
far too wet for this ‘crop.. To a Westerner, 
especially to an’ American, one of the most 
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striking traits of the Chinese character is the 
absence ofgrumbling among the farmers, and 
the presence of genuine contentment with 
their lot among the middle and poorer 
classes. 

SPORT. 

During the summer x very large engle was 
Killed on the hills near the river. A deer 
was seen x few days since among the in- 
numerible graves to the east of the city, 
but a shot was not secured, ‘There are 
some partridges and more pigeons; while 
pheasants are quite plentiful, ‘The first 
wild geese going south have passed over, 
and within & few more weeks these birds 
will offer targets to any who handle the 
gun and know how to get x shot. Ducks 
will also soon be plentiful, but. inaccessible 
on the low flats of the river banks, while 
some good shooting is to be had on ine 
Ind waters situated in retired places.

jays since by a local gunner, the first ever 
brought in here, 

In this connection, and in war times too, 
one can best remember the regiment held 
in reserve, but under severe fire.

MURDER OF A ROBBER. + 
Daring the past few weeks there have 
been two murder cases, in this Asien 
(Lsungchiang); the other in the Kingshan 
Asien. ‘The man who was killed in. this 
hsicn.was a robber, who was only released 
from prison last year through the clemency 
of the mandarin, who according to law 
should have executed him then. It appears 
that in a village near this robbers home a 
family had been employing the tailors for 
many days making the usual number of 
wedding garments for a bride who was 
shortly to be married to one of their son: 
Everything was ready, and they had arrang- 
ed to send the garments to the bride's home 
the next day. During the night, however, 
the house was broken into and everything 
stolen. In addition to the -wedding gar- 
ments the robbers took a basketful of flour 
and this led to their discovery for the flour, 
had dropped out all along the road, so that 
the thief was easily traced. The robber admit- 
ted the theft, but said others were also 
and the stolen peer was not in his 
session, He, however, promised to get 
it for a consideration and eventually the 
sum of 8,000 ;cash was paid to him to 
get the things back. He failed to fulfil his 
romise. This enraged the people who had 
een robbed, who beat him so severely that 
he had to be carried home, where he died a 
few days after. ‘The robber’s family then in- 
formed the lisien of the murder, saying that 
he was beaten to death through some gam- 
bling, dispute. The deputy Asien went 
dow’ to hold an inquest and before he 
returned, the family who had beaten the 
man to death had paid him and his under- 
lings over 100 strings of cash. ‘They have 
since used a similar amount in order to get 
6 affair settled. 


. ROGUES FALL OUI. 

In Kingsban the murdered » an was also 
a robber butkilled by oue of his fellows in 
crime in a dispute as to the division of 
their ill-gotten gains. The murdered man’s 
family informed the official, who held an 
inquest, but is now quite willing to settle 
































cash—which is not, of course, in accordance 
with law. To settle the case in this way 
400 strings of cash is the lowest sum that 
will satisfy the official and his bloodsuck- 
ers. The murderer's own immediate rela- 
tives, by selling everything, were only able 
to provide a hundred strings. The paofsen 
of the place, with the laudable intention of 
saying « man from execution, but perhaps 
more especially to make a good 2 
himself, set to work to collect the remaining 
300 strings from the more distant members 
of the clan, For this purpose he chose 
out those who were better off than most of 
their neighbours, yet at the sume time who 
had little or no’ influence and who would 
also be afraid of his bluster. One rich man 
was squeezed to the extent of 50 strings of 
cash, ‘but that did not satisfy the paotsen 
who declared he wanted 80 stringy more. 
‘The man refused to pay, but the paotsen 
was persistent in his demands, so the man 
thought he would enter the Church and get 
the missionaries to help him. 

MISSIONARY INTERVENTION SOUGHT. 

He attended « fow services and wished to 
become an enquirer. He was told that 
xpart from persecution cases the mission~ 
aries did not interfere in lawsuits, but this 
did not daunt him.”

‘The-nbove fleet, reported in your columns 
some three weeks ago as having lett Taku 
for Kinochou Buy, is still lying to under 
the protection of the Mixotan and adjacent 
islands just north of the city. Natives report 
one of the vessels as having suffered severe 
injuries during the heavy blow of the 6€ 
teenth and sixteenth instant, but the report 
needs confirmation. The situation though 
is not an ideal one, especially for cruisers 
too large to take safely into Hope Sound, 
but if the fleet wishes to remain in the 
north during the winter, and at the same 
time enjoy the freedom of a private an- 
chorage, Admiral Yeh will find it difficult 
to secure a better place. At present there 

only one foreigner, an. English engineer, 
on board the fleet. 


UNWELCOME IMPORTS. 


Though the Tsungli Yamén is said to 
have prohibited the export of coffins from 
Nemchwang, its orders seem to be steansely 
inefficient, as the work of landing coffins on 
this side is going on without the least 
attempt at secrecy. The junkmen evidently 
see no reason to be afraid ; one junk, about 
ten days since, landed nineteen coffins at 
this place, and only two days ago a foreign- 
er counted twenty-one coffius lying on 
the beach ready for transportation inland. 
Being seldom at the harbour, we do not know 
how many more may have been brought 
over. Junks are reported to be landin 
coffins ‘at other points between this an 
Chefoo, und coffins being seen carried inland 
feom these places afford strong_ presumption 
bat the report is true. If burial took place 
immediately on landing, or if the coffin 
was kept somewhere else than on the 
premises where the family reside, the danger 
of infection would be much’ diminished. 
Neither of the above though are the con- 
ditions which usually prevail in caso of the 
death of older members of the family, #0 
unless « kind “Providence intervenes, “we 
may expect to see the plague any time 
next summer in Shautung.

The hall, two big sheds in which 
the examinations are conducted, is several 
rods back from the street and in nddition to 
the high street wall and secure front entrance 
there are a aumber of other gates to be 
passed through before the hall itself is 
reached. These, without barricading the 
public thoroughfare, would afford ample 
protection against collusion with outside 
parties, even if this was one of the ways by 
which degrees are fraudulently obtained 
though every one known it is not. 
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‘RETROCESSION. 

‘Western learning, unless highly seasoned 
with English, seems at present but little in 
demand, The non-Christian students who 
entered the college here a year ago huve all 
ceased to attend; while ‘graduates of the 
college, engaged ax teachere in Government 
schools further south are now, asa result of 
Kang Yi's visit, wendiug their way home- 
ward.

A HOSTAGE PICKLED. 

‘We have had ample proof of the lawless- 
ness of the country bordering on the New 
Territory and beyond, but we have seldom 
heard of a more diabolical outrage than 
the following, which took place quite re- 
cently. A. gang of roffians kidnapped a 
boy about eight years of age, and sent a 
message to his father demanding a ransom 
quite Beyond the latter's means and which 
he said he could pay. The gang, 
believing he could raise the money if he 
wished, sent a further threatening message 
to the effect that, if the money were not 
forthcoming by the time specified, the 
boy would be returned to him “ in pickle.” 
The money not being paid they actually 
carried out the threat and returned the 
dead body of the son to his father in a cask 
of brine! 

So far the perpetrators of this outrageous 
crime are at large, and most likely will 
continue to be, for all the trouble the Chi- 
nese authorities are likely to take in the 
matter. 

EARTHQUAKE AT WUCHOU. 

A distinct though not alarming shock of 
earthquake occurred at Wuchou on the 
23rd inst., at 430 a.m. lasting about ten 
seconds. The movement was from north 
tosouth. The thermometer, which on the 
previous afternoon rose to 86 deg. Fab., 
Groped by 7 a.m. on the 23rd to G4 deg. 
Rain commenced about 3 a. ind continued 
until 4 p.m. No doubt the seismic disturbance 
was connected with the atmospheric 
changes.

FRAMING THE ULTIMATOM. 
Another meeting of the Cabinet has been 


hold to-day, and most probably the pro- 
osals which Mr. Chamberlain has formn 
Iated for presentation to the Trausvaal 
jorernment have by this time been consi- 
dered, and in some form adopted by Lord 
Salisbury and his colleagues. Several fore- 
casts of these proposals have been publish- 
ed by the newspapers, but they are of course 
entirely unauthorised and indeed are found- 
ed upon mere guess-work. ‘The hope of a 
peaceful settlement has daily urown more 
remote. Yesterday Mr. Balfour was pre- 
sented with the freedom of the city of 
Dundee, and although of course the gather- 
ing was non-political he was constrained 
to say something on the subject which 
was filling all men’s minds. “We have,” 
he declared, speaking on behalf of the 
government, “sought peace earnestly 
and conscientiously to the utmost of our 
our ability. We have striven for long for 
a peaceful and honourable solution of this 
perennial South African difticulty and if 
that honourable solution is not now to 
provea peaceful solution the fault rests on 
other heads than ours. I will not say that 
Thave given up all hope of that solution 
being peaceful and honourable, but certain- 
ly Ispeak in very different tones of such 
consumation now than I could have done 
two months, one month, even a fortnight 
ayo,” and later on in his speech he said, 
“we have reached a point where, if I 
jadge aright, those responsible for the 
government of the Dutch Republic refuse 
to give way on a point on which we cannor 
and will not give way.” 
THE SUZERAINTY QUESTION. 

Even in such a stronghold of Liberalism 
as Dundee there was no active sign of 
any dissent from Mr. Balfour's attitude ; 
but shile on the main question at issue 
between Great Britain and the Transvaal 
this country is practically unanimous, there 
is a growing feeling that Mr. Chamberlain's

clusion. ‘That Great Britain has certain 
pacamount rights over the Transvaal which 
some people might describe by the term 
“‘suzerainty”” is beyond question ; but the 
“suzerainty” on which Me. Chamberlain 
relied is the suzerainty*referred to in the 
preamble of the Conveution of 1881, und 
*Diplomaticus” produces convincing evid- 
ence that, in spite of a certin ambiguity of 
language on which Mr. Chamberlain relies, 
this suzerainty was deliberately and inten 
tionally abolished” by the Convention of 
1884. ‘The controversy has undoubtedly 
led toa revival of the disposition among 
Conservatives to distrust Mr. Chamberlain, 
Mr. J. M. Maclean, indeed, has yone so 
far as to declare that Mr. Chamberlain, 
“imore than any other man living was 
responsible for the surrenders of 1881 and 
1884, and he seems willing, with all the 
intemperate zeal of a renegade, to work out 
the remembrance of those acts of weakness 
with a sea of blood.” But Mr. Maclean ix 
of course not a representative Conservati 
He is novor happier than when he is attack- 
ing his own party. 

A TRAFALGAR SQUARE. DEMONSTRATION, 

But on the main question of the 
necessity of insisting, even to the point 
of wax, on the righting of the Out- 
Innders’ wrongs, the whole country is, as T 
have said, practically unanimous. Of this 
the Trafalgar Square demonstration, pro- 
moted by the ‘Transvaal Committee” to 
protest against war, afforded a striking 
illustration. In one respect, and one 
respect only, the movement was successful. 
It drew to the square a crowd of fifty or 
sixty thousand people. And they were 
not of the usual type of demonstration, 
They were » well-dressed crowd, and an 
earnest crowd ; but they were almost un- 
animously in opposition to the speakers 
who had come to address. ‘The speakers, 
indeed, entirely failed to obtain a hearing, 
‘They -were pelted with rotten eygs, and a 
few even more unjustifiable acts of © 
were committed, such as the throwing of 
open penknives ; but no serious harm was 
done. No speakers were driven out of the 
Square, and the demonstration resulved it- 
self into one of enthusiastic support for the 
Government in its resolution, Still the 
discussion on tho franchise will not be 
without its effect. It has led to the hope 
that the Government. will make it per- 
fectly clear in their ultimatum that if we 
have to go to war it will not be on the ques- 
tion of the suzerainty, but to secure justice 
for Britons and other foreigners in the 
‘Transvaal. 

‘THE JUBILEE OF BLOOMERS.

\d-class Secretary of one of the Six 
Boards, are hereby permitted to travel 
abroad and in the interior of China, at their

Note:—The first named, Liu, held the 
Weising lottery monopoly in Canton in 
1894-6 and was subsequently charged with 
defrauding the revenues. ‘To such an extent 
were his excesses that the then Governor 
of Kuangtung, Hsii Chén-yi, obtained the 
Imperial permission to confiscate Liu’s 
ill-gotten gains, arrest and summarily de- 
capitate him.’ Before the decree came 
down to Canton Liu managed to transmit 
a couple of million dollars to Hongkong 
and Shanghai, and also took French leave 
of the scene of his exploits, eventually 
coming to Shanghai, as attempts had been 
made to kidnap him from Hongkong where 
he first had made his temporary home. ‘The 
second named, Ching, a Manchu, was a 
clerk in the Board of Revenue at Peking 
where somehow he managed to become 
enormously rich. His peculations becom- 
ing known a warrant for his arrest was 
issued by the Board of Punishments ; 
but he also escaped to Shanghai having 
made the precaution also of transmitting a 
million and half dollars previous to his 
escape. Lia and Ch‘ing became acquainted 
while in Shanghai and possibly would have 
had to wait many a year before they could 
get rid of the proscription attached to their 
names.

coloured paintings, specimens of ancient 
art, ete. In fact, by specious and crafty 
ways Wéng Tung-ho wormed himself into 
our confidence, catering to our wishes and 
anticipating them in many ways. Hence 
when our war with Japan occurred it 
was he who decided for war, and then 
again for peace, while he had the cun- 
ning and craftiness to pass any blame 
therein upon others. By this and 
other noxious ways he has brought our 
Empire to a point from which it will be 
hard to recover ourselves. Last. sprin, 
Weng Tung-ho advocated reforms ani 
secretly recommended Kang Yii-wei to us, 
declaring that Kang’s ability and talents 
exceeded his own a hundred times over. 
‘This was done for his own nefarious de- 
signs. As we were anxious to make our 
empire strong in view of the crises and 
dangers surrounding the State, we wore 
willing to lower our dignity by conferring 
with Kang Yi-wei in all things, while 
Kang taking advantage of this, ‘pushed 
his treasonable designs against the Throne. 
Weng Tung-ho’s crime in recommending 
such a traitor to the Emperor is, therefore, 
unpardonable. Again, formerly, when 
‘Weng Tung-ho had any important matter 
of his own to recommend to us, and we 
argued the point with him, he would fre- 
quently show his distaste for it and at- 
tempt to browbeat us into granting his 
wishes. As we now ponder over his evil 
conduct at that time we feel angrier 
than ever and have come to the conclusion 
that the mere order for him to return 
home is an insufficient punishment for the 
baseness of his conduct. We, therefore, 
feel compelled to cashier and strip Wen 
Tung-ho of all his rank and titles (Gran 
Secretary, Imperial Tutor, etc.,) and to 
dismiss him for ever from the public 














service. He shall also be placed under 
the surveillance of the local authorities of 





his native town (Ch‘angshu, near Soo- 
chow) in order to prevent him from causing 
any further harm in the future.; -Let this 
bea warning to all crafty Ministers of high 
rank. 

Note :—The language used above plainly 
shows that the Emperor himself was not 
the author of this decree.—Translator.

Sin,-—We enclose herewith copies of Letters 
which have passed between ourselves and your 
Surveyor and Assistant Secretary, from which 
it would appear that as we did not know of the 
issuo of a new plan in 1898 nor indeed until 
our attention was recently drawn to the fact 
when we obtained a copy’ at the end of last 
month, the Surveyor and Secretary intimate 
that the legal aspect of the case will alone be 
considered and we therefore beg the Council’s 
perusal of the Letters and the following parti- 


culars. 
Re B. C. Lor 2,987. 

In the case of B. C, Lot 2,987 it must be 
apparent that a road which runs simply up to 
a creek and is not bound to any given position 
{as would Le the case if it were a connection 
between two existing roads) would be no worse, 
as aroad, if its direction were slightly altered. 
Yet when we usk for this to be done we are 
told that no reply can be given until another 
case is ided and meanwhile our land must 
remain idle and unprofitable until some ques- 
tion of law is settled. 

Re B.C, Lor 2,831. 

Considered from a purely independent and 
unbiassed standpoint we say regarding B. C. 
‘Lot2,831 that even if the ownerwere compelled 

under the regulation to surrender the land, 
the people who obtain the benefit of the road 
are the two adjoining owners who have a road 
Frontage given them for nothing, whereas the 
‘owner of Lot 2,831 i3 mulcted in the loss of his 
land for the public good, and to increase the 
value of the land of the two adjoining owners. 
Had this road been so laid out as to take a pro 
rata area from Cad. Lot 453, and B. C. Lot 
2,831, calculated upon the total area of land 
in these 2 lots, both owners would have had 
‘to subseril fair 
and both might have venefited by the road. 
We do not protest against the Regulation. 

It is the lack of fairness and justice in the 
way it is applied which is now producing, and 
will in future create, opposition from those 
who are most desirous to support the Council. 

We think we are safe in asserting that w 
have laid out and handed over to the public 
1 greater length and area of roads free of cost, 
or for nominal sums, than any other firm ot 
owners in Shanghai. = 

We hold a larger area of land in the Settle- 
ment extensions registered in our names than 
any one else and yet, though we are anxious 
to do all in our power for the public good and 
the progress of the Settlements, we protest, 
in the strongest possible manner against the 
way in which the regulation as regards roads 
ig carried out and whilst regrettin 
sity for such a course of action we 
fully to inform the Council that 
allow the matter to rest in the condition it is 
at present and shall be compelled to take more 
definite action if we are unable to show the 
Couneil the reasonableness and justice of our 
objection to the existing system. 

In these two cases we ask the Council if they 
can see their way to making some modification 
of the plan or to accept our offers for sale, and 
in the event of their not being willing to do 

this, if they will give us a definite statement 
‘as to what they expect the owners of these 
lots to agree to.

gueetion. The Council would point out.that 
nd Regulation VI as it stands is admittedly 
defective as a legislative enactment ; that 
every year’s experience, working under ever 
complicating conditions, renders its inherent 
defects more obvious and harder to reconcile 
with existing circumstances. The Council 
however, is not responsible for the framing 
of this regulation, but is concerned only in 
carrying it out equitably: and impart 
the best of its. ability. ‘That. diffcd 
should arise in the application of the re- 
gulation itself, entailing ‘hardships on in 
dividuals, is inevitable, but the Council takes 
exception to your imputation of injustice in 
the matter. It was in 1894 that the Council 
of that year, recognising not only the im. 
perative necessity for more roads but the 
impossibility of purchasing all. the land 
requited for those out of the existing sources 
of revenue, took the first steps towards the 
enforcement of the *free-surrender” clause 
of Article Vi, hitherto in abeyance. The 
right of the public under the Land Regu: 
lations to claim and obtain such free 
surrenders of road land has since, as you 
are aware, been disputed before the British 
Court, and the first test ease (one in which 
considerable hardship was necessarily u 
inflicted on the owner of land which has been 
acquired in ignorance or in spite of the 
regulation) is “at the present moment re- 
ferred for decision to the Privy Council. 
The Council cannot, without stultifying 
every step taken in thie question since 1894, 
agree pending the result of this test case, 
to your proposals that payment should be 
made, froin the public funds, for road land 
which became properly subject to the free 
surrender condition by virtue, and at the 
time of its registratio 
5.—The Council would point out that new 
< will shortly be introduced into 
the question of acquiring land for public 
roady by the operation of Article “VL, 
reeuntly included in the Land Regulations, 
an article the origin of which is in great 
measure due to recognition of the fact that 
f become inadequate and 
unsatisfactory. Further, by reason of the 
extension of the area of the settlement, the 
whole question of public roads will require 
to be ‘reexamined. Under: these ire 
stances the Council proj 
the Road Extensions plan of 1900 to invite 
the co-operation and advice of representative 
laud owners and agents (as was done in 1894) 
in order that an effective and. equitable 
solution of the matter may be carried out. 
—In conclusion, Iam to point out that 
‘he Couneil regards ‘any solution of the ques- 
.tion involving payment for the land required

No, 99/511 dated the Sth inst. (received 
yesterday) and thank the Council for their 
Assurance that the cases have received their 
most careful consideration. 

Without desiring to unnecessarily prolong 
this correspondence we think it well to draw 
the Council's attention to the following 
points:— 

Re B. C. Lor 2,831 (ExtExstox No. 7). 

Although the Council (in letter dated 9th 
September) admitted the ‘reasonable terms” 
of our offer, and again in the letter under con- 
sideration say * that the carrying out of Land 
Regulation VI must inflict considerable hard- 
ship,” they sum up with what is tantamount 
wa refusal to make any concession by stating 
that if they made any variation they would be 
compelled’ to compensate the owner of Ca- 
dastral Lot 453, or in their words that the 
owner of Cadastral Lot 453 ‘is exempt from 
free surrender.” 

‘There is an error in tho letter where it 
states that the owners of Cadastral lot 454 
would be deprived of a road frontage as neither 
by the Couneil’s plan nor by our modification 
Was he entitled to one, a further error is made 
by the remark that the owner of Cadastral 
Lot. 4554 would likewise have been deprived 
of this advantage; as there is absolutely no 
necessity, or desire on our part, to do so. 

‘That course of procedure which the Council 
say would be giving a “valuable road front- 
age” to Lot 2.831 is the very reason w! 
are desirous of gratefully declining to avail of 
it. No road is required there Ww the public 
as it leads from nowhere, and the owners of 
Lot2,831 arenot desirous ofavailing themselves 
of the valuable frontage, which would by a 
surrender of any portion of this narrow strip 
render the land useless for any kind of 
building. 

Re B.C. Lor 2,987 (Exrexstox No. 6). 














































In this case it appears the Council are only 
willing to remitthe damage caused to Lot 2,987 
on condition that the owner ofjanother lot 
(B.C. surrender the land necessary.

‘We regret that the Council should take 
exception to our remark that there is any 
“lack of fairness or justice” in the method of 
application of the Land Regulation and trust 
they will eave the question of its applicability 
to fest upon the decision of the cases now 
under consideration. 

In the heart of the English Settlement a road 
extension was marked on the plan of 1894, as 
desirable or e: ent, which was abandoned 
and omitted from later plans when the land 
through which it passed became the property 
of the Council. (Vite Cadastral Lot G21). 

e again repeat that we do not oppose, or 
ext against the Land Regulations. 

‘No, 6 calls for the surrender of land neces- 
sary for roads free of cost. 

‘No. Ga provides for compensation to be given 
where the damage to individuals is greater 
than the resultant good to the public. 

There are many eases in which Regulation 
No. 6 can be enforced to the advantage of 
both owner of land and the public, as for 
example, where the area is sufficiently large 
to make roads a necessity to the owner anda 
convenience to the public and we can show 
that in numerous instances we have made such 
Toads. 

Regulation ‘6a provides for all other con- 
tingencies. 

In the two cases now under consideration 
lo not ask for compensation. 
We merely’ offered this course to allow the 
Council to carry out two unnecessary roads if 
they desired to do so. 
























































Before proceeding further we shall be glad 
if you will ask the Council if they will abandon 
their claim to the two portions of road exten- 








sions Nos.{6 &7 protested by us, or leave both 
questions to be dealt with, under Regulation 
62, when the Land Commissioners 
appointed. 

i they will do this we shall suspend further 
action, as we may point out that a persistence 
in the present system will simply result in 
the public refraining from the registration of 
Iand whore projected roads detrimentally 
affect the lots, and the public will not only 
lose the roads’but also the taxation upon the 
land. If the Council refuse, and before 
taking further action, we should esteem it a 
favour if they would’ kindly supply us with 
definite answers to the following questions :— 

1.—When notices, if any, were officially 
given to the public and landowners that new 
road extension plans had been prepared bj 
the Council since 1894, and how many suc 
plans have been so prepared, and in what years? 

(This information Mr. Mayne omits to 
supply in his letter of September 12th.) 

2.—Whether the public or landowners gene- 
rally (not individuals) have been asked to 
approve the roads as laid down upon the later 
plans issued by the Council ; and if so when, 
and in what manner, this approval was 
‘obtained by, or conveyed to the Council ? 

We wish before this correspondence closes 
to express our sincere regret at its necessity, 
as our endeavour has always been and still is, 
to aid all public questions to the best of our 
ability ut whilst we are desirous of 
promoting public interests we expect or hope 
in return to receive consideration and redress 
where we consider we have shown that we 
are suffering from what the Council terms a 
hardship, and which we designated an 
injustice.

Gentlemeny—I am directed to acknowledge 
the receipt of your letter of the 11th instant, 
on the subject of Road Extensions, and in 
continuation of the Council's letter of Sth 
idem, to reply as follows 

1.—The Council desires to emphasise the 

int that, while the carrying ont of Land 

egulation VI in its integrity must inflict 
considerable hardship on the registered ow 
ers of such Lots as B, C. 2,831, the responsi- 
bility for such hardship primarily rests with 
the owners themselves and arises from their 

fon in acquiring and registering land 

marked out as liable to free surrender for 
roadls in ignorance, or in spite of, the Land 
Regulations. It is, as you observe, open to 
the public to refrain from the registration, of 
land in order to avoid the liabilities arising 
therefrom, but in dealing with any land ac: 
quired and registered after the issue of the 
road plan which affects it, the Council has, 
pending decision in the MeMurray case, no 
option but to follow the procedure adopted in 
that test case. 

‘As already: stated, the Council is prepared, 
when revising the plan at the beginning of 
next year, to make such modifications of road 
lines as can be effected without detriment to 
public and private rights but on the under- 
standing that in such cases and where the 
modified road line includes land subject to 
"free surrender,” the owner will comply with 
the Regulations. 

2.—With regard to the third paragraph of 
your letter, the Couneil can not admit’ that 
the road lines laid down by previous Councils 
are “unnecessary” and would point out that 
it is open to every land renter to protest 
against’ the direction of any road at the time 
that the official plans are forwarded to, and 
exhibited by the Consulates, before complet- 
ing the registration of his land. 

You are correct in pointing out that the 
Council's reference to Cadastral Lot 434 was 
made in error; the correct numbers of the 
Lots. which, by their suggested pro rata 
division of the road area, would be deprived 
of frontage, being 455 and 455s. By: that 
pro rafa division, compensation would also be 
properly payable, if claimed, to the owner of 
Lot 453, whose land was registered prior to 
the issue of the plan of 1894. ~ 
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3.—The Council would observe that Cadas- 
tral Lot 621, to which you refer, became 
Municipal property several years before the 
road line, subsequently abandoned, was marked 
‘on the plan of 1804. 

4.—In regard to your observations on the 
seope and effect of Land Regulations VI and 
VIA, respectivaly, the Council would point 
out that while the latter Regulation cannot 
come into practical effect till the latter part 
of next year, its provisions are in addition to, 
and not in substitution for, the powers vested 
in the Ratepayers under Regulation VI. 
‘The extent of these ‘powers being now sub 
Juice for clearer definition, the only just and 
easonable course open to the Council lies in 
impartially carrying out Regulation VI when- 
ever and wherever it applies, following up 
the policy inaugurated in 1894 and pursued by 
succeeding Councils. Should the Council's 
interpretation of Land Regulation VI not he 
upheld by the Privy Council, it is obvious 
that the “free stirrender”’ principle for 
‘quiring roads must hereafter be practically 
abandoned by the Ratepayers and in that 
case the entire question of Road Extensions 
would require to be dealt with under Regula- 
tion VIA, In the meanwhile, however, the 
broad principle on which the Council is advised 
to proceed is, that all land registered by 
foreign renters after publication of, and 
affected by an_ official road plan, must. be 
held to be liable to the ‘free Surrender” 
clause of Regulation VI. For this reason the 
Council is unable to abandon the Ratepayers’ 
rights in any road extension land thus claim- 
able, but, as already stated, the lines of road 
are open’ to modification, where feasible, at 
the beginning of ench year. 

5.—In reply to your concluding questions, 
Lar directed to state :— . 

a.—That nomew plans were made or issued 
‘the Councils of 1895, 1896 and 1807, the 
plan of 1894 being presumably held to require 
ho modification; in 1898 and 1899 the plan 
has been annually revised, and amended copi 
forwarded to the Consular Land Ott 
ial intimations ha 
by H.B.M.’s Consulate, in the form of a prin 
notice, to all applicants for registration 
other ‘Consular Land Offices have otticiall 
undertaken to exhibit the plans for the guid. 
ance of land renters. In addition, Municipal 
Notifications were published in 1894, 1897, 
1898 and 1899, No notification was issued in 
reference to the new plan of 1898, it was, 
however, duly exhibited at the Consulates, 
in connection with the measures above noted. 

b.—The public and land owners generally 
have not been requested to approve the 
roads as laid down on the later plans 
issued by tho Council. In drawing up the 
general and comprehensive scheme of 1804 it 
was considered expedient in the public interest 
to consult experts in regard thereto, but in 
determining those modifications of the 1894 
plan whieh have since been introduced, such 
a course would have been of no practical 
utility. Where a newly projected road line 
is laid down to pass through land already 
registered the “free surrender” provisions of 
Land Regulation VI do not apply ; and sinco 
it is obviously to the public interest to mark 
out new road lines through unregistered, ie, 
Chineso-owned property so far as may be 
possible, the persons chiefly affected hy the 
marking out of new roads are the native 
owners, and with these, negotiations are 
conducted as occasion arises, 

In conclusion, the Council trusts that th 
very full and detailed explanation afforded in

Sir,—Although we see that it will be useless 
to continue correspondence upon the above 
subject, with any hope of securing redress, we 
are compelled to answer a few points raised 
by your letter of the 18th inst. (received 
yesterday). 











Claus: 1.—The result appears to be that 
the Council have decided to endeavour to 
compel owners to surrender land free of cost, 
at whatever sacrifice to them as individuals. 
‘This you term “hardship” in clause 1, and 

impartiality ” in clause 4. 

Clause 2.—The Council object to the term 
“unnecessary ” but we used it_advisedly, as 
the road extensions No. € and 7 protested by 
us are not connections ; and as the Council 
have not considered it necessary to turn the 
Rifle Range Road into a thoroughfare by 
connecting it with the North Honan Road 
{across their land Cadastral Lot 276, Hong- 
kew) we failed to see how they could consider 
another very much less important road neces- 
sary. 

Indeed the absolutely necessary and import- 
ant road connection last referred to is not even 
shown upon the plan so recently supplied to 
us by the Municipal Surveyor ; although the 
Council's (or Ratepayers’) land through which 
it must eventually pass has been lying vacant 
for long past.

Even the keenest sportsinan had to admit 
that the miserable weather which ushered 
in the Grst day’s racing of the Autamn. 
Meeting taxed his fund of enthusiasm to 
the utmost.

The dismal surroundings had_a natural 
effect upon the attendance. There were 
very few Indies, and these were, perforce, 
obliged to keep within the Grand Stand, 
whilst the masculine element looked 
uniform and damp xs enveloped in mac- 
intoshes they wandered about through the 
mud from the Rails to the Pari-Mutuel 
Rooms, or the no less hazardous German 
Club tent. Prince Henry of Prussia looked 
in for an hour or two, making himself as 
thoroughly at home as he always does 
here. AS for the poor jockeys it was 
frequently difficult to recognise one's 

ends beneath the spatterings of mud they 
had gathered on their journey round the 
soddened course. In ihe morning there 
Dad been rumours of postponement, but, 
however weleome this might have’ been 
feom a spectatr's point of view, and 
remembering the’ precedent of the Spring 
of 1893, still the Stewards felt that, as the 
course was not dangerous it would not be 
richt for them to interfere with the natural 
order of things, and so the Races went on 
as had been arranged. Whatever hard 
things one may say about the weather, it 
nvust be allowed that the orb Was sing. 
larly even. It would te supposed that 
with such a remarkable change from the 
conditions of the training, we would see a 
crop of surprises—' outsiders” romping 
home, and rewarding their sanguine aud 
select backers with handsome dividends. 
But strane to say this was not so. The 
largest. dividend paid on a winner was in 
the Maiden Stakes, when Corkscret, expital- 
ly ridden by Mr. C. R. Burkill,’ secured 
the victory by two lengths, and paid his 
supporters the by no means extravagant 
sum of $30.50, Adead-heat in the last 
race illustrated the sportiveness of the 
Place Pari Mutuel, The Dealer winning S54 
for each of his friends.‘ Daybreak” by 
his fiuals in the Race Edition of our 
Sunday contemporary Sport and Gossip did 
what he could to conduce to moderate 
dividends, for he “tipped” five winners 
out of the nine events—not at all bad 
when everything is taken into ccount. 
It is not necessary to denl at length 
with tho day's racing, seeing that each 
contest is fully described heresfter, but the 
victories of Loyalty and Damaskus in the 
Autumn Cupand Whangpoo Stakes, respec: 
tively, were perhaps the most interesting to 
the student ofform, and the mevting of these 
two fine animals will be looked forward to 
with added interest. Of the two, Damaskus 
wor his race with greater ease, indeed ho 
cantered in—if ever « pony really adopts 
that gait in a race, 

The general arrangements worked as 
satisfactorily as usual ‘The band of Prince 
Henry's flagship, the Dentschland, which 
played in the Grand Stand in the afternoon 
after the Town Band, was a most accepta- 
ble innovation and the excellence of its 
performance well deserved the liberal ap- 
plause.

In the conduit system electrolysis 
is almost impossible ; but with the overhend 
trolley the damage done to water aud gas 
pipes by stray electric currents has been 
found to be very considerable in Ameri 
and Mr. Guy thinks that the risk of 
injury would be considerably greate 
England, where the soil is softer and 
damper than in America.

results, I think we have, on the whole, 
more thin held our own.
